AT OCTOBER 22 POLADS CONSENSUS EMERGED IN FAVOR OF U.S. PROPOSAL 
FOR SHIFTING TO MOSCOW VENUE FOR ALLIED DISCUSSION OF SOVIET 
TRAVEL REGULATIONS FOR DIPLOMATIC PERSONNEL IN THE SOVIET UNION. 
ALLIES AGREED TO THIS CHANGE AND DID NOT OBJECT TO THE FOLLOWING 
EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS: 

A) NETHERLANDS REP THOUGHT DISCUSSIONS OUGHT NOT TO BE RESTRICTED TO 
NATO ALLIES BUT THAT OTHER FRIENDLY EMBASSIES, FOR EXAMPLE 

THOSE OF AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND, SHOULD BE INVITED TO COORDINATE; 

B) BELGIAN REP FAVORED DISCUSSIONS TAKING PLACE IN MOSCOW AND 
ALSO ALLIES AGREEING ON COMMON SUGGESTIONS TO CAPITALS WHERE THAT 
WAS POSSIBLE; HOWEVER, HIS AUTHORITIES WERE OPPOSED TO DECISIONS 
BEING REACHED IN ALLIED CAUCUS IN MOSCOW; C) FRENCH REP AGREED 
DISCUSSIONS IN MOSCOW WOULD BE USEFUL BUT HIS AUTHORITIES WERE 
OPPOSED TO ESTABLISHMENT OF A NATO CAUCUS THAT WOULD MEET 

ON A REGULAR BASIS.
